Hugh Shepley FAIA is the 2007 
recipient of the BSA Award of 
Honor, the most prestigious 
BSA honor bestowed on an 
architect. This award recognizes 
extraordinary contributions to 
the profession and the commu- 
nities we serve over an extended 
period of time. A long-time 
principal of Shepley Bulfinch 
Richardson and Abbott, Shepley 
has for many decades been an 
indefatigable champion of the 
profession and its institutions. 
The BSA, the BAC, the Rotch 
Travelling Scholarship Program, 
and numerous other profes- 
sional and civic initiatives have 
benefited from his contribu- 
tions. An irrepressible advocate 
of design and designers, Shepley 
has been and continues to be 

a nonpareil colleague, advisor, 
mentor, and teacher. The Award 
of Honor will be presented to 
Shepley at a special reception on 
June 27 at 6:00 pm.

Art director Jill Medvedow

How public construction 


MASSACHUSETTS LAW now 
requires that everyone employed 
at the jobsite must complete 

an OSHA-approved course in 
construction safety and health, 
known as the OSHA 10-hour 
course. This is mandatory train- 
ing for all on-site employees at 
all levels and although it does 
not apply to architects or engi- 
neers, it does have an implica- 
tion for our documents. 

The law changes the defi- 
nition of “lowest responsible 
and eligible bidder” to include 
a bidder who certifies that all 
worksite employees will receive 
OSHA training. Therefore, we 
must change the language of our 
bid forms to include this certi- 
fication since, by leaving it out, 
the bidder is not being asked to 
certify employee training, thus 
compromising the contractual 
basis for the OSHA training 
requirement. This could lead to 
site-safety and labor relations 
disputes for the designer and

Architects who spend time 
on construction sites should 
become familiar with OSHA 
safety and health training 
and should consider taking 
the 10-hour OSHA-approved 
course to which the law refers. 
All employees working on a 
project site will have to provide 
proof that they’ve taken it. This 
documentation, compiled by the 
contractor and subcontractors 
as part of their certified payrolls, 
may need to be verified by own- 
ers/clients, project managers, 
and sometimes designers.

When doing good means good design— 
Boston gets two new resource centers 


THE INSTITUTE FOR HUMAN CENTERED DESIGN 

AT ADAPTIVE ENVIRONMENTS 

Adaptive Environments is a 28-year-old international non-profit or- 
ganization based in Boston that focuses on the promotion of (and 
legal requirements of) best practices in human-centered or univer- 
sal design. The organization has 
hosted numerous international con- 
ferences, run design competitions, 
published materials, and consulted 
with the government. And now 
Adaptive Environments and its 22- 
person staff led by executive director 
Valerie Fletcher have a new place to 
call home. 

The Institute for Human Centered 
Design at Adaptive Environments 
is a collaborative education, train- 
ing, and research center dedicated 
to advancing the newest ideas and 
best practices in universal design 
for people of all ages and abilities 
through an international exchange 
of leading-edge knowledge and in- 
dependent research. And it looks terrific... 

A big presence in the neighborhood, the 100 running feet of plate 
glass at 200 Portland Street, designed by Coco Raynes, draws in the 
passersby with its smoky, cool look—just translucent enough to show 
a hint of what’s inside. The Institute’s interior, designed pro bono by 
TRO Jung|Brannen Associates with a keen eye toward sustainability 
as well as accessibility, offers visitors a look at products and furnish- 
ings that are designed for universal use. 

Inside this converted 22-unit, 9,000-sf office building is a small 
retail center with a friendly, open display of contemporary domestic 
products that are designed for ergonomic ease and aesthetic beauty. 
Kitchen gadgets, backpacks, hardware, fixtures, high-performance 
crutches, and of course, t-shirts and mugs line the shelves and walls. 
Across the floor from the retail products are samples of specialty 
wheelchairs, cleverly designed closet space, chairs, telephones, and 
bicycles, many from Japanese manufacturers who lead the way in 
the advancement of universal design. 

There’s a lot of product literature and educational literature 
about universal design in the showroom. The folks at Adaptive 
Environments have done a good job of selecting educational mate- 
rial that looks as appealing as its retail counterpart. At first glance, 
there’s little to distinguish the Institute from any number of high- 
end, high-design specialty shops in Boston—and that may be the 
point. It is really only until a visitor notices the numbers of people 
in wheelchairs buzzing around the Institute’s three levels, or the big, 
friendly working dogs that amble out to see who has come in off the 
street, that the place begins to seem unique. 

In addition to the product showcase, the Institute is set up with 
universally accessible meeting space, a kitchen, its own offices, and

the latest digital and print media relative to the field. There’s also 
a large library of books and materials chronicling the history of 
accessibility, donated by the estate of architect Paul Grayson AIA, 
which has recently been recognized as part of the Boston Public 
Library system. 

This highly collaborative 
venture has linked many sponsors 
and donors.

NEXUS GREEN BUILDING 

RESOURCE CENTER 

Not far from The Institute for 
Human Centered Design is another 
innovative new public space called 
NEXUS, a project of The Green 
Roundtable, a near-decade old 
forum for sustainable dialogue and 
advocacy in Boston. Calling itself 
the nation’s first full-immersion green building experience, NEXUS 
occupies the seventh floor at 38 Chauncy Street and includes over 
6,000-sf of green products and educational showrooms, a resource 
and sample library, networking areas, a cafe, and a team of experts 
ready to guide visitors through the handsome, open, museum-like 
space. 

The space was designed and built using sustainable materials and 
systems and the building is pursuing LEED-CI (commercial interi- 
ors) certification. The effort was entirely pro bono, its many spon- 
sors and donors coordinated by the staff at The Green Roundtable 
and executive director Barbra Batshalom. 

Visitors—building owners, architects, engineers, designers, 
developers and the general public—can walk right in during busi- 
ness hours to take a tour or view the array of green product samples 
or speak to a LEED accredited professional on staff. NEXUS offers 
programming for many audiences and is a clearinghouse for sus- 
tainable information on LEED, energy conservation, sprawl, policy, 
clean water, affordable housing, or brownfields. The space also can 
be rented for meetings or parties. 

NEXUS has hosted over 500 visitors since it opened in February 
2007. It’s an illuminating slice of sustainable office design. Visit it 
downtown or check it our online at nexusboston.com.
